The  Iowa.  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  division 
of  4gricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
.Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  .Agriculture,     The  year  1S39  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  Stq.tes, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  Deen  done  in  the  past  to  make  availalole 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  timer     So  urgent  is  the  need  . 
for  county  da.ta.  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at 
considera.Dle  costo     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  tais  series  is 
"being  issued,; 

The  county  data  herein  offered  ha.ve  "been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  superb'' is  ion  of  Korman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  projects  Adiainist ration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  .Administration,     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  29  and  3I. 

The  Iowa.  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  tne  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax:  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Berxton  Goiznty  was  established  loy  the  Wisconsin  Territorial  Legislature 
on  recem"ber  21,  1837.  and  ern'oraced  all  the  territory  "between  its  northern 
and  southern  lines  west  to  the  I'.issouri  River,     l/    It  was  na-'iied  for  Thomas 
H.  Benton,  who  was  United  States  Senator  from  Missouri  for  thirtj^  years.  It 
was  attached  to  Jackson  County  for  Judicial  and  administrative  purposes,  hut 
later  (18^0)   it  was  transferred  to  Linn  County  and  remained  there  until  its 
present  "boundaries  were  established  on  re"bruary  17,  I8U3.  2/ 

There  seems  to  "be  some  ciuestion  as  to  the  first  settlers  in  this  county, 
as  four  men  are  known  to  have  corae  here  a'oout  the  same  time-— the  spring  of 
1839-    The  records  show  that  George  Wright  and  John  Smith  "built  a  ca"bin  near 
the  eastern  line  on  Section  2k,  Township  8  North,  Range  9  '?est,  a.hout  one 
and  one-half  miles  southe'ist  of  the  present  site  of  Shellshurg,  while  James 
Scott,  also,  is  knew  to  have  settled  in  t"Jiis  vicinity  about  the  same  time. 
Samuel  H»  Lockhart  entered  Section  3^5  Township  86  North,  Range  9  West,  on 
the  present  site  of  Urbana,   in  the  sajne  year.     This  location  soon  became  known 
as  Hoosier's  Por.nt  because  of  the  large  number  of  people  from  Indiana  who 
settled  there.     In  I8U7  fiie  place  was  named  Marysville  and  later  it  was 
changed  to  Urbana.  ^/ 

The  western  line  of  the  second  Black  Hawk  Purchase  (1837)  ran  diagonal- 
ly from  northwest  to  southeast  across  the  eastern  part  of  Benton  County.  Con- 
sequently, the  eastern  part  was  opened  for  settlement  several  years  before 
the  remainder.     This  border  line  became  the  abode  of  lawless  desperadoes, 
reneg'odes  and  horse  thieves  who  prej-ed  alike  on  the  lawful  settlers  and  the 
Indians.    Even  after  the  countj-  was  fully  organized,  these  thieves  and  mur- 
derers went  unpunished  until  the  inlia.bitants  organized  "vigilance  committees" 
and  quelled  their  activities  by  1-nch  law.  k/ 

Tile  count-y  was  formally  organized  in  Iviay,  18^6,  and  the  county-seat  estab- 
lished at  Iremont,  which  was  afterwards  named  Yinton  in  honor  of  Plynn  Vinton, 
a  Congressman  from  Ohio  who  paid  $50.00  for  the  courtesy.  ^/ 

Settlement  was  extremely  slow,  o\7ing  to  the  depredations  of  the  early 
outlaws.    However,  after  these  were  subdued  and  when  the  Cedar  Rapids  and 
i'.issouri  Railroad  was  built  through  the  southern  part  of  the  county  in  I86I 
and  18b2,  the  population  increased  tremendously,  advancing  from  8,^96  in  iScO

to  over  22,000  in  IZfO.     Several  new  towns  sprang  up  alon^  the  line;  notably, 
Belle  Plaine,  Norway  and  Blairstown.     This  road  'became  the  Northwestern  Rail- 
road in  later  years.     G/    Other  roads  soon  followed  and  Benton  Co'unty  was 
firmly  fixed  as  another  leading  unit  in  the  commonwealth  of  Iowa. 

G-rain  a,nd  livestock  farming  have  always  "been  the  leading  occupations  in 
the  county.     Interest  soon  centered  on  pure  bred  stock  and  a  paper  named  the 
"Iowa  Fine-Stock  Gazette" — the  first  devoted  exclusively  to  livestock  west 
of  tne  idssissippi — started  publication  at  Yintcn  in  July  187^«    It  enjoyed 
a  wide  circulation  and  became  accepted  as  an  authority  in  the  field  of  animal 
industry.    ]_/    Wheat  was  an  importajit  crop  in  early  y>jars ,  but  the  farmers 
knew  little  of  soil  conservation  in  those  days  and  consequently  the  land  was 
rapidly  depleted.     This  fact,  coupled  with  severe  insect  depreda,tions  re- 
duced the  crop  to  minor  significance,.-    Only  21,312  bushels  were  produced  in 
193s  as  compared  with  609,550  bushels  in  1S79»     Other  farm  crops  have  steadily 
increased  in  yield.     Sweet  corn  is  raised  extensively  to  supply  several  canning 
factories.  S/ 

4n  interesting  natural  phenomenon — a  result  of  pre-glacial  topography — 
is  a  very  extensive  bed  of  artesian  water  underlying  the  southern  part  of 
the  county  which  comes  to  the  surface  at  Belle  plaine  in  the  form  of  artesian 
wells . 

Area 


Bentcn  County  is  approximately  2^  by  30  miles  in  extent  and  comprises 
an  area  of  712  square  miles,   or  ^55,580  acres,     9/    Of  this  number,  kk^ ,S3Z 
acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands,     10/    There  are  20  townships,  all  of  regula- 
tion size  except  those  which  conform  to  the  course  of  the  Cedar  River  in  the 
northeastern  part.     It  ranks  twelfth  in  point  os  size  in  the  Sta,te» 


Soils 

The  soils  of  Benton  County  are  grouped  into  ^4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,   drift,  loess,  terra.ce,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land, 
the  drift  soils  cover  2d.O  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Carringtcn 
loams — 22,1  percent,  Clyde  silt  loam — 2.8  percent,  and  Lindley  silt  loams  l,.l 
percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  56. 8  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Tajna  loams — ^8.^4-  percent,  Clinton  loams — 8.0  percent,  and  G-rundy  silt 
loam — O.U  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  b.l  percent  of  the  surface  and  are

Topography 

The  surfa.ce  of  Benton  County,  for  the  rcost  part,   is  imdrlating  to 
gently  rolling,  with  gradual  slopes  marking  tne  majority  of  the  river  and 
stream  valleys.     Hcvvever,  somewhat  ru-g^;-,ed  and.  hilD.y  r-gicns  occur  along  the 
rivers  and  streams,  esp-jcially  in  the  vicinity  jf  tho  Iowa  River  in  tiie 
southwestern  corner.     Tributary  streajns  have  cut  rather  deep  valleys  extend- 
ing for  a  consideraole  distance  into  the  uplands.     The  Cedar  River  crosses  the 
northeastern  part  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction.     The  upper  half  of 
the  course  is  enclosed  in  a  "broad  valley  with  wide  bottom  -]. ands ,  ¥/hile  most 
of  tne  lower  valle:>  is  narrow  and  more  gorgeliko;  hillyj   r^ugh  features  pre- 
dominate on  either  side  for  several  miles  back  from  the  stream= 

4- belt  of  chain-like  hills  from  one-half  to  one  and  one-half  miles  wide 
crosses  the  county  diagonally  from  northvfest  to  southeast,   rising  from  60  to 
80  feet  above  the  general  level  of  the  plain.     Some  native  timbered  areas  are 
distributed  along  the  streams  as  well  as  throughout  the  county.    YiTith  few  ex- 
ceptions drainage  is  well  established.  12/ 


Climate 


The  average  temperature  for  37  years  (1893-1930)  was  US.l  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  5^4  years  (IS76-I93O)  was  34.25  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  1 56  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Kay  1  and  Octo- 
ber h,  recorded  over  a  period  of  3^  years.  13/ 


Population 


4fter  the  entire  county  was  thrown  open  for  settlement,  the  population 
started  a  vigorous  and  healthy  growth  which  reached  a  peak  of  25,177  in  I89O  •

In  1930,  the  foreign  horn  and  native  white  of  foreign  or  mixed  parentage 
content  of  Benton  Co-unty  comprised  29  percent  of  the  total  populi'.tion .  The 
aermans  predominiated  with  3,90^,  the  Scandinavians  had  737,  and  the  English 
had  292,    Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations.  19/ 


Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  were  8  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 5  elevators,  1  livestock  enterprise,  1  creamery  and  1  merchandise 
"bus  iness . 

4s  a  whole,  they  had  1,203  m.emhers  ,  of  which  1,066  were  active,  and  3,5^0 
persons  did  business  with  6  of  the  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
"business  volume  of  $865,835  and  tiie  purchasing  cooperatives  did  $155>975  worth 
of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comm.odities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  a,nd  selling  cooperatives  m.arket 
farm  commodities  for  their  mein'oers  ajid  patrons,  20/

Census  en-ume  rat  ions  shew  the  "best  year  in  the  production  of  apples  was 
in  189^,  when  27,331  trees  bore  ^3,53^  bushels.     In  iSSk,  plums,  cherries  and 
grapes  enjoyed  their  "best  crops.     In  that  year  '?,78^  plura  trees  produced 
2,215,  6,568  cherry  trees  bore  2,268  bushels,  and  30,70U  grape  vines  yielded 
92,8^3  pcunds .    Peaches  nave  always  been  unimportant,  the  highest  crop  year 
being  in  I9OS,  when  only  53  hushels  were  raised  from  3i^97  trees.     21 / 


ITote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (U)  corn 
cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A.  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  which  includes  only  that  actuallj*^  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  Tnis 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actuallj^  husked. 

In  193U  and  1936,  both  p  oor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  v/ere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  t.-'.at  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

xhis  was  done  by  counties  onlj"  and  not  by  townships*     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre 
age  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shewn 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  I936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  tnerefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  and  1936.
